F iv e Deaths From H eat in St. Louis. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 17.—Unusual­ 
ly Intense heat, officially recorded by 
the government bureau as high as HO 
degrees, caused at least three deaths, 
numerous prostrations and much dam­ 
age to crops in Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. 
Throughout the Southwest the day 
was the most trying since the devas­ 
tating drouth of 1801. 
As the wither­ 
ing winds swept across the plains, 
much vegetation fell. 
day was 
the hottest Topeka h at ta d for eight 
years, 102 degrees being officially re­ 
corded. 
Two 
prostrations 
resulted 
there. 
The past eight days in Kansas, each 
with a maximum tem perature above 
90 degrees and a minimum which has 
not been below 70, is the hottest pe­ 
riod of that length of time since 1901. 
In Oklahoma City the government 
therm om eter 
registered 
103, 
while 
therm qineters in the business district 
reached 112. It was the hotoest day 
recorded there in fifteen years. Dis­ 
patches state Oklahoma crops have 
been m aterially damaged by the sultry 
winds. 
At Muskogee, the government ther­ 
mometer registered 110. This was 
the highest record in the three states. 
A hot wind blew all day at McAles­ 
ter with the temperature at 108. Vege­ 
tation there is being killed. Cotton 
la materially damaged. 


Civil War Veteran a Victim. 
Three deaths are reported from the 
vicinity of St. Joseph, Mo., among 
them being William A. Kenyon, a Civil 
war veteran, aged seventy-four years. 
Mary Keck became insane in the 
shopping district of that city and ran 
for three blocks, screaming at the top 
of her voice. It required three men 
to overpower her. 
Albert M. Reynolds of Lawrence, 
Kan., was prostrated in that city and 
died shortly afterwards. 
But at Omaha were centered the 
most terrific results of the hot wave. 
All of the eleven dead are adults. 
There were nine heat prostrations re­ 
ported. Thirty-two horses died. Work 
on all buildings was discontinued 
after IO o’clock. Deaths and prostra­ 
tions keep pouring in from places 
about the state. 
Five deaths due to heat and six 
serious prostrations is the record for 
St. Louis. 
Over eighty deaths of horses from 
extreme heat are reported, and impro­ 
vised dead animal wagons are kept 
busy removing the animals that have 
dropped on the street or died in poor­ 
ly ventilated stables. The prediction 
is for cooler weather. 
The damage to crops reaches from 
Iowa to Nebraska far into the South­ 
west, claiming corn and cotton and 
other products by fumace-like at­ 
mospheres, in which but little of cool 
air is noted. 


X-Ray Hat Been Dem onstrated to 
a Cure. 
Washington, Aug. 17.—The X-ray as 
a cure for some cases of leprosy has 
been demonstrated by the American 
health authorities in the Philippines, 
according to Dr. Victor G. Heiser, 
chief quarantine officer in the islands. 
Dr. Heiser in a report to Surgeon 
General Wyman of the public health 
and marine hospital service, says the 
X ray is suitable only for specially 
selected cases, and la valuable ap­ 
parently only in the early stages. 
San Lazaro hospital at Manila was 
the first institution in the world to 
use the X-ray for leprosy treatment. 
Official figures show that on March 
SI, 1909, there were 2,446 lepers in 
the Philippines, segregation having 
reduced by more than 1,000 the num­ 
ber of cases during the past two 
years. At

President Devotes Tis Time Entirely 
to Play. 
Beverly, Mass., Aug. 17.—With no 
m atters of public business to inter­ 
fere, 
President • Taft 
gave himself 
over entirely to vacation joys. He 
played golf in a drizzle, lunched with 
John Hays Hammond at the latter’s 
villa and took a long automobile ride 
up the north shore with Mrs. Taft. 
The president is daily extending his 
late afternoon motor trips. The roads 
and scenery are enticing and the 
journeys are selected from road maps 
of the north shore and Cape Ann 
country. One of the president’s trips 
last week showed a total distance 
covered of ninety-three miles. There 
is seldom a day that the mileage falls 
below fifty. 
Attorney General Wlckersham, Sec­ 
retary MacVeagh of the treasury and 
Secretary Meyer of the navy are due 
In Beverly later in the week, to talk 
over government m atters with the 
president. Meantime Mr. Taft will 
devote himself entirely to play. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Aug. 17—Au 
gust Sporer, an eighteen-year-old boy 
of this city, went to his death in the 
whirlpool rapids after a gallant battle 
with the waves between the two lower 
bridges and the pool. 
W ith three companions, Sporer went 
for a swim in the river at the former 
Maid of The Mist landing. He struck 
out at once for the middle of the 
stream and then turned toward the 
bridge. His companions called to him 
to turn back, for the current is very 
swift at that point, but he kept on 
down and was caught in the great 
sweep, 
the 
first 
break 
from 
the 
smoother waters to the rapids. 
The boy struggled for a time against 
the current, but to no avail. Then, 
realizing that he was beyond human 
help and was to be carried through 
the rapids, which took the life of 
Captain Webb and which have resist­ 
ed every unaided human effort at 
passing, he deliberately turned down 
stream and began a grim fight for 
life. 
Not in all the history of the river 
has such brave effort been witnessed 
Although but a frail boy, he went into 
the rapids swimming strongly and 
held his own until he struck the giant 
wave which curls up opposite the old 
battery elevator. Then he went under 
and for a second was lost to sight of 
the score of persons who stood on 
the lower arch bridge. 
Again and again he disappeared 
only to reappear each time fighting 
desperately against the terrible cur­ 
rent. Then when within 300 yards of 
the whirlpool, his strength gave out 
and he sank and was lost to view. 
Even then he had swum perhaps 
IOO yards further than did the great 
English swimmer, Captain Webb.

The action of the provisional ad­ 
ministration committee In Crete in 
swearing allegiance to Greece ap­ 
parently indicates that it is not its in­ 
tention to meet the demands of the 
protecting powers to haul down the 
Greek flag and that therefore the pow­ 
ers again will be forced to land troops 
to insure the autonomy of the island.

Heaviest Railroad Business on Record 
Looked ^or. 
Washington, Aug. .17.—A heavier 
business than has ever been known in 
a single year is looked for by Chair­ 
man Knapp of the interstate com­ 
merce commission for American rail­ 
roads during the present fiscal year. 
The serious situation anticipated not 
only by Judge Knapp, but by other 
officials of the commission, and by 
operating railroad men generally, is 
that there may be a shortage of cars. 
The corn prospects are considered 
so bright that the likelihood is the 
railroads 
and 
other 
transportation 
companies may be taxed beyond their 
capacity to handle the freight that will 
be offered to them. 
Already, according to figures sub­ 
m itted to the interstate commerce 
commission, the railroads, in consid­ 
erable number, have recovered from 
the low business pressure of a year 
and a half ago and now are handling 
almost as much traffic as they handled 
in the rush months of 1907, which 
was the banner year in American 
railroading.

QREAT WAR GAME 


“Hostile” Army Will Invade Massa­ 
chusetts—Long Battle Front. 
Not since the days of the civil war 
bas Massachusetts seen such a gath­ 
ering of armed men as will participate 
in the war game of Aug. 14 to 21. De­ 
fending Boston und endeavoring to 
stem the invasion of 9,DUO men of the 
New York, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and District of Columbia 
national 
guard will be the 7,000 members of 
the Massachusetts militia, augmented 
by three troops of regular cavalry 
from the “Fighting Tenth,” the col­ 
ored regiment at Fort Ethan Alien, Vt. 
The maneuvers are expected to be 
confined to the southern counties of 
Bristol and Plymouth. 
The invaders 
are conceded the strategical ability to 
land their forces, whence they will at­ 
tempt to tight their way through the 
state, but the defenders assembled in 
Boston on Aug. 14 will be notified 
promptly of the place or places of dis­ 
embarkation and rushed to the scone. 
The further maneuvers are problemat­ 
ical. 
The dispatch of the defenders will 
be so arranged as to deploy the 7,000 
men over a frontage of more than thir­ 
ty miles. 
This initial line of defense 
will extend from Plymouth, border­ 
ing Cape Cod bay on the east, to the 
town of Mansfield, close to the Massa- 
cbusetts-Rhode Island boundary on the 
west. 
Major General Leonard Wood, com­ 
mander in chief of the department of 
the east, asked by members of his staff 
and other experts, will act as umpire 
of the war game. 
The march of both armies will neces­ 
sarily involve damage to property. 
Fences will have to be torn down and 
gardens invaded to make way for the 
broad line of soldiers. Behind each of 
the two bodies will be a special corps 
of adjustors, who will determine upon 
the amount of damage done and com­ 
pensate the affected persons for their 
loss. 
Disputed claims will be adju­ 
dicated at the conclusion of the maneu­ 
vers. A sum closely approaching $300,- 
0OO will be required to cover the cost 
of the game. 
About 10,000 officers and men will be 
engaged. Salaries alone will cost Mas­ 
sachusetts $20,000 for her troops. This 
state will also bear the expense of 
transporting the defending army to 
and from the mustering point. This is 
reckoned at $20,000, with another $20,- 
000 for the commissary department.

WATERWAYS COMMISSION. 
! 


Work In Europe For tho Board Ap­ 
pointed by Congreee. 
To investigate the waterways of Bu- : 
rope for the purpcise of making recom­ 
mendations for the improvement of 
the rivers, harbors and canals of the 
United States eight members of the 
national waterways commission ap­ 
pointed by congress recently left New 
York city on the Kronprinzessin Ce-] 
cilie. 
The party is headed by Theo­ 
dore E. Burton, senator from Ohio, 
chairman, and he is accompanied by 
Professor Emory ll. Johnson of the 
University of Pennsylvania; Colonel 
W. H. Bixby, corps of engineers, U. S. 
A.; Herbert Knox Smith, commission­ 
er of the bureau of corporations, de­ 
partment of commerce .and labor, and 
three secretaries. 
The other members of the commis­ 
sion will leave later, and the whole 
commission will unite at Strassburg, 
Germany, Sept. 8, when an Investiga­ 
tion of the Rhine will be begun. 
Professor Johnson represents thd 
national rivers and harbors congress 
and, besides making a report of his 
independent findings to the commis­ 
sion, will submit also a statement to 
the national rivers and harbors con­ 
vention, which will be held in Wash­ 
ington Dec. 8, 9 and IO. He occupies 
the chair of transportation and com­ 
merce in the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania and has on other occasions made 
investigations of the waterways of 
Europe. 
He will give special atten­ 
tion to the relation of waterways to 
railways and the industry and trade 
of the waters so connected. 
An investigation of the canals and 
rivers around Berlin will be the first 
work of the commission. 
After visit­ 
ing Dresden, Prague and Vienna a 
stop of three days at Budapest will 
be made for an investigation of the 
waters of the Danube. The Rhine will 
be reached Sept IO, and a four day 
trip is planned on that waterway. 
The commission will also study Hol­ 
land’s dikes and canals and the canal 
system of Belgium, regarded as the 
best in the world. Eight days will be 
spent in Paris, which will allow the 
party to reach London Oct. I. 
The 
harbors and waters of England, in­ 
cluding trips on the Manchester ship 
canal, 
will demand attention until 
Sept. 15, when the party will prepare 
for the return home, arriving in New 
York on Oct. 23. 
Immediately thereafter the commis­ 
sion will go up the Hudson river as far 
as Albany, then on to Buffalo, from 
which point a tour of the great lakes 
will be begun.

tisement, he was entitled to prefer­ 
ence over the sealed bids. 
Ald. Zakariasen moved th a t the 
bid of the local banks be accepted, 
all other bids having been condi­ 
tioned upon the approval of the bonds 
by the attorneys of the bidders, the 
city to furnish certified copies of all 
proceedings in the matter. 
Mr. Wells made a big kick, declar­ 
ing that the city would never get a 
good price for its waterworks bonds 
if it turned down the outside bidders, 
especially himself, whom he declared 
were the highest bidders.

Fully Equipped For Fight on White 
Plague—Children 
Will 
Be 
Taught 
How to Battle W ith the Disease. 
Play and Rest. 


The first school for tubercular chil­ 
dren maintained by a board of educa­ 
tion in the United States w as opened 
a few days ago on the grounds of the 
H arvard school, at Seventy-fifth street 
and Vincennes avenue, in Chicago. 
It 
is a m iniature tented city, fully equip­ 
ped for a fight on the plague, and in­ 
cludes fw d, teaching, medical services 
and street car transportation. 
Thirty 
alert, enthusiastic, but tainted children 
appeared for roll call. 
The novelty of 
the experim ent proved attractive to 
the little ones. 
“ While each child selected for the 
new school is in some degree infected 
with tuberculosis,” said Dr. S. 
A. 
Gardner, “the disease has not pro­ 
gressed in any of them far enough to 
give the infection to others. 
There 
has been some criticism on our selec­ 
tion of the H arvard school yard for 
our school. 
There will be no danger 
to any of the children of the H arvard 
school. 
Take any school in the city 
and there is not a room in which there 
is not one or more infected children. 
Nothing Thought of It. 
“The others are compelled to sit in 
the same room with the ailing child, 
yet nothing is thought of it. This plan 
is a great forw ard step in the cure and 
com bat of the disease. 
A careful rec­ 
ord of each child will be kept, and 
these records will be examined by a 
medical expert at least once a week. 
The records will show the condition of 
the heart, lungs, color, eyes, teeth, tem ­ 
perature and also the general physical 
condition. 
“One of the nurses of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute will be in a t­ 
tendance part of each day and see th at 
the physician’s instructions are car­ 
ried out. 
She will also visit the home 
of each child and see th at the good 
work of the day is not offset by neg­ 
lect a t night. 
She will instruct the 
parents in the care of the child and 
try to get their co-operation in the 
work of the school. 
The last incident 
of the school day will be a shower 
bath for each pupil. 
This will come 
after supper in the mess tent, and then 
the children will be placed on cars and 
sent home.” 
This is the daily routine a t the 
school: 
MORNING. 
8:20—Arrive at school. 
9:00—Breakfast. 
9:30—Wash teeth. 
9:46—Dishwashing. 
10:16—Play. 
10:30—Gardening. 
10:46—Story telling. 
11:00—Light gymnastics. 
11:46—Breath exercise. 
AFTERNOON. 
12:30—Noon meal. 
1:00—Clean teeth. 
1:16—Reclining chairs. 
2:15—Sleep an hour. 
8:16—Light gymnastic*. 
4:15—Recreation. 
6:00—Supper. 
6:30—Shower bath. 
6:46—Return home. 
The menu consists of cereal food 
w ith cream and sugar, soft boiled eggs 
and milk for breakfast; boiled rice, 
boiled potatoes, whole w heat bread. 
Stewed prunes^ milk and peanut sandy 


for dinner; scrambled eggs, jam , bread 
and butter, graham crackers aud milk 
for supper. 
To Save One Life a Day. 
“W e will save thirty lives iu thirty 
days, 
said 
Superintendent 
W. 
E. 
W att, who is in charge of the experi­ 
ment. 
“W e are planning for ten ad­ 
ditional schools of this kind, and we 
will keep the children out here In the 
open until severe cold compels us to 
w ithdraw for the season. 
“We will soon have all the infected 
children segregated and will teach 
them how to battle w ith the disease. 
W e feel certain th at alm ost all the 
cases can be cured. 
Of course this 
condition cannot be brought about a t 
once. This season we hope to strength­ 
en the children, harden them and in­ 
crease their power of resistance. Early 
in the spring they will return to tent 
life again, and the work will continue.” 
The 
children 
adapted 
themselves 
quickly to the routine of camp. 
The 
little girls took up the w ork of w ash­ 
ing dishes and scrubbing kitchen uten­ 
sils in a way which bespoke previous 
experience at home. 
The boys assist­ 
ed the girls w ith the heavier work. 
wThe parents are very enthusiastic.

Will Be Made by the “ H ostile” Fleet 
in Conjunction W ith the Advance 
of the “ Invading” Army— Defending 
Forces Said to Occupy Strong Po­ 
sitions. 


Rock Station, Mass., Aug. 17.—For 
the first tim e since the beginning of 
th e w ar game between th e army of 
th e red and the army of the blue the 
tw o forces are in very close touch 
w ith each other, only a few miles 
separating the main bodies, while the 
outposts along the two lines are al­ 
m ost in contact. 
A general engage 
m ent seem s probable today. 
The situation follows a day which 
proved eventful as deciding on which 
sides of the group of lakes north of 
New Bedford General T asker H. Bliss, 
com m anding 
tho red 
arm y, 
would 
m ake his advance. 
W hile he sent the 
T enth 
cavalry and the Fourteenth 
New York infantry tow ard M yrick’s 
Station, on the extrem e west, this 
m ovem ent was only a feint and the 
real advance was along the eastern 
end of the line. 
The headquarters of 
the commander-in-chief are not far 
from Rock Station, w hich is about 
four m iles southeast of Middleboro, 
and is a m ost strategic position. 
In th is position G eneral Bliss is so 
situated th at he still m ay have a 
chance to move his arm y quickly 
around A ssaw ontsett lake, pass W atch 
hill, and then swing his full strength 
against 
General W illiam A. Pew’s 
blue force on the le tte r’s right wing, 
or he m ight even attem pt to turn the 
rig h t in upon itself. 
A ttem pt to Turn Left Wing. 
O bservers here seem to think that 
such a move would be less politic than 
a quick swing around to the left of 
th e blue army, so as to force a path 
for th e invaders betw een Middleboro 
and Plym pton. 
T hat would m ean an 
attem p t to turn the left wing and 
would afford the advantage of more 
territo ry for m aneuvering, plenty of 
fairly good main and cross roads and 
w hat is theoretically an exceedingly 
strong consideration, would give the 
red arm y an opportunity to work 
around to the w est if it found itself 
in a dangerous position. 
T he field of the w ar gam e now be­ 
ing played in Southeastern M assa­ 
chusetts becam e considerably enlarged 
w hen it was announced th at a theo­ 
retical fleet of battleships and sm aller 
craft w as on its way to assist the in­ 
vading arm y of the red by a series 
of night attacks on th e Boston har­ 
bor defenses. 
The harbor forts re­ 
ceived reinforcem ents w hen the trans­ 
port Sum ner brought six companies 
of coast artillery from New York, a 
total of 720 men. 
The new comers 
w ere distributed among F orts H eath, 
Banks, Andrews, W arren and Strong, 
and each of these strongholds was 
fully m anned to resist an attack by 
th e fleet of the enemy. 
The fleet 
will consist of transports, tugs and 
m ine planters, num bering fourteen in 
all. 
T his sea w ar game will be umpired 
by Colonel Cronkite, who is in gen­ 
eral charge of the naval m aneuvers, 
and by M ajor A. M. H unter of Gov­ 
ernors Island, N. Y.
